Grated rind of a lemon, 
dessertspoonful chopped parsley, 
Salt and pepper, 
ozs. Margarine, 
oz. flour, 
egg, 
cupful breadcrumbs, 
bay leaf, 
small dabs or witches, 
4 lemon and one or two capers for gar- 
nishing. 
For the Sauce : 
1 tablespoonful mushroom ketchup, 
Salt and pepper, 
1 oz. flour, 
1 gill milk, i 
4 pint of the water in which the head 
was hoiled. 

Rub the head with salt and remove the 
scales. Leave it overnight, and wash it 
thoroughly. Tie the head in muslin and put 
if In a saucepan with enough hot water to 
cover it, adding the vinegar, bay leaf and a 
teaspoonful of salt. Simmer till tender. 

Lift out the head and let it drain; then 
place it in a meat-tin and remove the muslin. 
Let. the head cool, then brush it with a beaten 
egg and coat it with breadcrumbs. Sprinkle 
it with lemon rind and parsley, and put bits 
of margarine on top. Brown it in a quick 
oven, basting it frequently. 

Wash and dry the dabs and dip them in 
flour. Lie them in the tin with the cod’s 
head and cook them for about ten minutes. 
When the head is lightly browned place it on 
a hot dish, Keep the fish hot while making 
tle sauce. If liked, garnish the dish with the 
dabs, or else serve them separately. 

To make the sauce:—Pour off half the 
margarine and stir in the flour, ketchup and 
fish-water. Stir till it boils, and add the 
milk. Season the sauce to taste and hand it 
separately, Cut three thin slices of lemon, 
place one over each eye, with a caper in the 
centre, and one in the mouth of the fish. 
Serve with a dish of boiled potatoes, 

If liked, the cod’s head may be stuffed 
(before baking), 

Sufficient for two or more persons accord- 
ing to the size of the head. 


SKATE AU GRATIN. 


Ingredients : 
14 lb. skate, 
i gill vinegar, 
1 teaspoonful salt, 
1 oz. margarine. 
1 gill parsley sauce, 
2 ozs, grated cheese, 
‘Salt and pepper. 

Wash the fish and cut it into nice-sized 
pieces. Put it in a frying-pan with water 
to cover, and add the salt and vinegar.

Bake in a hot oven for about ten minutes, 
or until the cheese begins to brown. If 
hot parsley sauce is used the dish can be 
browned under the griller instead of being 
baked in the oven. Serve in the same dish.

Lord and Lady Adare arrived in Dublin 
yesterday morning from England on their 
way to Adare, Co. Limerick, where they 
will remain for the next two montl.s. The 
new Lady Adare is very smart, and seems 
to like Ireland, which she has already 
visited. She is an American, who was 
married not long ago to Lord Adare, heir 
to the Earl of Dunraven. Viscount Adare 
is perhaps, best remembered here as 
Captain Wyndham Quin, when he was 
Military Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant 
He is a very popular sportsman, and I see 
he has an entry in Goff’s Bloodstock Sales 
at the Horse Show. He and Lady Adare 
will be in Dublin then, of course. It is 
interesting to remember that this family 
is one of the few that can boast a Celtic 
origin in the [Irish peerage. The 
Wyndham-Quin ancestors were chiefs of 
the clan of Hy-Ifearnan, and they took 
root in County Clare at a very early 
period; when the Barony of ,Inchiquin 
derived its name from them. They are of 
the same stock as the O’Briens, and can 
trace their descent from Olliol Olum, 
King of Ireland, in the beginning of the 
third century. The earldom of Dunraven 
dates from 1822, the name of Wyndham 
having been assumed in 1815 on account 
of the marriage of the second earl to a 
daughter of Thomas Wyndham, of Dun- 
raven Castle, in Glamorgan. Dunraven 
Castle is one of the family seats, while 
Adare Manor, the Irish seat, is the 
location of the world-famous stud farm. 
The Wyndham-Quin motto is in Gaelic on 
the cresti—Cenn Natarac Abu. 


Go-day's Gest Match. 


The Leeds cricket ground, where the 
fourth Test match between England and 
Australia will open to-day, has earned for 
itself the unenviable reputation of being 
Iingland’s “ bogey’? ground. Six Tests 
have been played on the ground, and in 
most of them the home players have 
suffered some kind of misfortune. In the 
first of the series, in 1899, ‘* Johnny ”’ 
Briggs, England’s slow bowler, had a 
seizure on the first day, which ended his 
great cricket career. 

In the 1921 game there was a series of 
disasters unparalleled in Test match 
history. On the first day Hobbs left the 
field for an immediate operation for 
appendicitis by Lord Moynihan, the dis- 
tinguished Irishman, who was a personal 
friend of the cricketer ; England’s captain, 
Lord Tennvson, split his hand and had to 
retire; and J. W. H. T. Douglas retired 
on the third day because of the sudden 
illness of his wife. In another game, 
Jessop strained himself, and at other 
times Sutcliffe and Macaulay each suffered 
misiorcunes. 

Of the Leeds Tests, Australia have won 
two and four have been drawn. In 1926, 
Mr. A. W. Carr, winning the toss, sent 
Australia in to bat, and saw them put up 
a score of 494. Then, in 1930, came Don 
Bradman’s Test, when that great batsman 
scored his record innings of 334. And 
now Yorkshire’s opening batsman, Sut- 
cliffe, is not quite fit, because of a wrench 
sustained against the Australians at 
Sheffield last Saturday. 
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** Spalpeens.’ 


The annual migration of farm labourers 
from Treland to help with the harvest in 
Britain will, I understand, be on a very 
reduced scale this year, owing to the 
mechanisation of farm work and the em- 
ployment of local unemployed. In former 
times the money thus earned ‘“‘ across the 
water ’’ was, along with “ American re- 
mittances,’’ the principal income in many 
homes on the Western, Southern and 
Northern seaboards;: for most of the 
harvesters come from those areas. Their 
expertness at this work led to a keen 
demand for their services, some travelling 
as far afield’ as the Lowlands. 

Incidentally, the word ‘‘spalpeen.” 
heard so often from the “stage Irish.

those itinerant labourers. Its origin is 
disputed, some authorities holding that it 
is connected with the ““speal,” or reaping-

“Ghe Congress in Buenos Aires. 


A friend living in Buenos Aires informs 
me that the inhabitants of the Argentine 
capital are in an advanced state of 
preparedness for the International 
Eucharistic Congress which will be held 
in that city during October. At the time 
of writing, he added, it had not been 
announced which of the many beautiful 
churches available would be set aside for 
the use of the Irish pilgrims, but many 
thought that the Passionist Church of the 
Holy Cross in the Calle de los Estados 
Unidos would be the most suitable, ’ not 
alone for its proximity to the quay where 
the liner in. which the Irish pilgrimage 
have elected to travel will moor, but also 
because it was erected chiefly through the 
subscriptions of the Irish colony. It is an 
imposing building of Gothic design. 


Palermo Park. 


Palermo Park, the chief open space in 
Buenos Aires, will be the scene of the High 
Mass and other ceremonies connected with 
the Eucharistic Congress. It is, along with

the Phenix Park, one of the best-known 
public parks in the world, and has many 
points of similarity with its Dublin 
counterpart. Within its confines are ex- 
ceptionally fine zoological gardens which 
house an excellent collection of wild 
animals. Connected with it are the show 
grounds of the Sociedad Rural de 
Argentina, where extensive agricultural 
shows are held twice yearly. The 
Exposicion held in the Park every August 
brings out the very cream of Argentina’s 
famous herds and flocks. Many of the 
classes are judged by experts, who travel 
specially from Europe for this purpose. 
The Park also contains the Hipdédromo 
Argentino, seating thirty thousan | sn “é 
where races are held almost every ay 
and holiday throughout the year. 


Noises. 


A remarkable phenomenon of this age 
is the failure of human nature to attune 
itself to strange and excessive noises ; 
-cntrariwise, as a speaker at the Anti- 
-soise League Conference at Oxford told 
us, the level of resistance to sound is of 
great importance, as there has been a 
striking increase in nerve disorders during 
the past two decades. Now it appears 
alcohol and excessive sleeping-draughts 
are being resorted'to increasingly as anti- 
dotes to the shocks caused by unnecessary 
motor-horn blowing; but the only 
palliative suggested, so far as I can see, 
is an appeal to the road authorities to 
“do something,” principally to enforce a 
nocturnal period of silence. Most of us 
have, I am sure, been exasperated into 
the mood of not wanting to await probable 
future action by authority, but to do 
something ourselves. When the young 
man on one side, repeatedly and im- 
patiently announcing his arrival at the 
tryst, vies with the neighbour, on the 
other side, who is seeking for the short 
circuit which causes incessant deep- 
throated blasts of his electric horn, the 
alcohol and dope suggestion might 
excusably be postponed. An American 
friend once told me something about a 
handy little weapon called, I think, a 
lead-pipe cinch. 


Ghe Haverty Trust. 


I hear that my friend Mr. Charles Lamb 
has recently been commissioned by the 
Haverty Trust to paint a large picture of a 
Connemara Pattern. As most people know, 
and everybody used to know, a pattern is 
a religious festival, roughly corresponding 
to the Brittany pardons, and there are not 
very many of them still observed. Carra- 
roe’s pattern is in honour of St. MacDara, 
and is held on his day, July 16th, when the 
people gather into Carraroe from miles 
around. Mr. Lamb, above all others, 
should be competent to deal with this 
subject ; for he has been living in Carraroe 
for many years. The picture is to be 
finished in time for the opening of the 
Hibernian Academy, where it will be 
exhibited. 


N oises-O ff. 


Working up from the other end of the 
noise nuisance, the sound film technicians 
claim to have invented a device by which 
they will be able to “ produce sounds so 
low that the human ear cannot hear them.”’ 
If that phrase means that low vibration, 
which we feel but do not hear, will be made 
audible, the contrivance may well be kept 
within the confines of the cinema theatre ; 
but if raucous noises can be “' heard ” 
silently (my contemporary of the Johannes- 
burg Sunday Times may quote the “ bull” 
under his heading, ‘‘ The Dublin Touch ’’) 
I foresee a universal boon if the invention— 
which is only in the elementary stage—can 
be applied in some way to counter the more 
serious disturbances of the even tenor of 
life. I fear, however, I am conceiving a 
state of peace that we never will achieve. 
After all, as Dr. Kaye reminded us at 
Oxford, one man’s noise is another man’s 
music—and vice versad—and every man 
abhors the noise he does not make. Let 
the technicians, therefore, continue to 
spend their thousands of pounds on perfect- 
ing the artificial production of the jingle of 
a bunch of keys, the shrill ring of the tele- 
phone bell, and the deep-throbbing noises 
of a big city. Philosophic minds may be 
consoled by the thought that there was no 
‘“‘canned’”’ jazz when Samuel Johnson 
classed music as the least objectionable 
form of noise. 


Water ‘Bottles. 


During these days of heat and of 
drought, a new addition has been made to 
the meagre euipment of the many small 
boys who emerge from courts and back 
streets in the breathless city, and set out 
to walk to a park, or even to the sea. 
Earlier in the year we saw the jam pots in 
which those same small boys’ hoped to 
carry home the minnows or “ pinkeens ”’ 
from some stream, but the water bottles 
have quite taken the place of these re- 
ceptacles, and they serve a very different 
purpose. On one of the hottest days of 
last week I met several groups of little 
boys in a city suburb, and each member 
of those groups carried a bottle of some 
kind, usually a soda-water bottle. These 
were empty, but as I watched, the children 
stopped at a fountain and filled the bottles 
with water, having, first had a really good 
drink themselves. I do not know where 
they were going, but evidently they had 
found to their cost that spring water was 
not to be had at that place.

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~ COMMERCIAL ' 
EDUCATION. 


PRACTICAL WORK 
NEEDED. ©. 
LECTURES AT: DUBLIN 
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SHOULD say that if the teachers are all 
| of the type that I met in my lectures, 
then the education authorities are not 
making any mistake in the selection of 
teachers to tak: charge of vocational educa- 
tion in this State. 
This was the view expressed to an /Jrish 
Times reporter by Dr. R. W. Holland, who 
has just’ completed a series of lectures to a 
group of University sega and vocational 
education teachers from all parts of the 


st 

Dr. Holland is director of Sir Isaac Pitman 
and Sons, Ltd., London, and is a man of 
many distinctions. He is a Master of Arts, 
Master of Science, Doctor of Letters, a 
Barrister-at-Law, commercial teachers’ re- 
presentative on the Registration Council for 
the consideration of all questions relating to 
teachers, a member of the Executive of the 
British Association for Education in Industry 
and Commerce and is also an author of many 
books on commercial education. 

His lectures were on '' The principles of 
teaching : how to teach, when to teach, and 
wie as applied to commercial education. 

t was the popular belief in the past, and, 
indeed, in many places even to-day, sajd Dr. 
Holland, that anybody could teach short- 
hand and typewriting. The educational 
authorities in Dublin, however, have long 
been aware that the highest qualifications were 
absolutely essential for the teaching of these 
subjects, and the purpose of his lectures was 
to bring before the teachers new aspects of 
the subjects to enable them to improve their 
methods. 


DEFINITE COURSES. 


In order to carry on the commerce of the 
country there must be sound education 
behind it, and that, in the view of Dr. 
Holland, can only be :acured’ by definite 
courses at the vocational education centres in 
such subjects as accountancy, salesmanship, 
and training in the distributive and retail 
trades. Commercial education has been 
looked upon by a lot of people as merely a 
knowledge of shorthand, typewriting and 
book-keeping, and the result is that teach- 
ing of such subjects as the distributive trade 
has been neglected. Boys have gone into 
big stores to be trained in salesmanship, but 
there has bee: no effort to educate these 
boys and to enable them to acquire a compre- 
hensive knowledge of the different branches 
of the business. The idea of vocational 
education to-day was to change that and to 
provide for the training of young people in 
commerce by practical work in accountancy 
in general, in the mechanical arts of short- 
hand and typewriting, and in the training of 
assistants in the distributive trades. 

Dr. Holland did not think that in the 
teaching of commerce the best use was being 
made of the existing institutions of trade 
and commerce, such as the banks, the 
— concerns, and big stor-s. He sug- 
gested that students taking up the study of 
commerce in this country should be enabled 
to supplement such theoretical knowledge as 
wg | acquired in vocavio..1 classes by visits 
te banks, shipping docks, big stores, and so 
on, where age | could see at first hand the 
ramifications of the different businesses. In 
teaching a commercial subject something 
more has to be done than merely tell the 
student about it—the student has got to 
realise that what he is learning has to be 
put to practical use. The best way to im- 
part that knowledge is to let him acquire 
the knowledge in the form in ‘which he must 
afterwards use it, and clearly such visits 
would be very helpful. 


SEEING BUSINESS. 


He thought that what was wanted to make 
the teaching of commercial education valuable 
was for some of the more progressive of the 
Dublin manufacturers to place the machinery 
of their stores or businesses at the disposal 
of the education authorities, so that frem 
time to time students could be brought there 
and see for themselves how the tusiness was 
run. 

In London there were a number of leadin 

firms which allowed students to pay mas 
visits and get a knowledge of the working 
of these concerns from end to end. Then, 
too, they sent their pupils to Somerset House 
to get particulars and bring back reports of 
the state of some company or other as shown 
in the published balance sheet, That was 
done quite constantly, and was useful in pre- 
paring students for their work later. 
_ In all this it was necessary that the traih- 
ing of the commercial teacher should be a 
combination of the practical as well as the 
theoretical. : Youngsters cannot be taught 
from text books alcne, and for that reason 
it is essential that teachers of all commercial 
subjects should themselves have had actual 
experience. For that reason he advocated, 
especially in connection with the distributive 
trade, that the teacher should himself have 
spent some time and acquired practical know- 
ledge of his subject in a store. In that way 
he would be able to impart a general know- 
ledge of the distributive business, and safe- 
guard the boy from getting into a water-tight 
or blind alley 

Dr. Holland followed his lectures with a 
series of demonstrations, ani in these he was 
assisted by two shorthand writers—one of 
whom was Miss Emily D. Smith, who writes 
Pitman’s shorthand at th» speed of 250 words 
a minute; two ng) semós Mr. Williams, from 
the Westminster School of Retail Distribu- 
tion; Mr. Crowley, T.D., and Mr. Ramsden.

its sitting in the Boardroom of the 
Department of Agriculture yesterday. 

Dr. James Bell, Trinity College, Dublin, 
said that he was surprised at the few candi- 
dates for the higher grades of the Civil Ser- 
vice sent forward by the noe “5 More 
graduates entered other services. He thought 
the initial salary was a minor consideration. 
The objection was to the lack of prospects 
in the Civil Service and the limited number 
of vacancies. He could not say if recruit- 
ment by means of a Selection Board resulted 
in injustice to women. He did not know, 
for instance, if women had been found to 
be as good workers as men. 

The Chairman said that he thought there 
was a tendency where there was a large pro- 
portion of men on a Selection Board to 
choose male candidates. 

Dr. Bell said that very few women 

raduates, as far as he knew, were interested 
in getting Civil Service appointments. As 
regards the scale of remuneration, the scales 
of pay in the technical grades should be 
brought in line with that of the junior ad- 
ministrative grade. He did not think the 
rates now offered were adequate for obtain- 
ing University men. 


ORIGIN OF BOARD. 


Mrs, Kettle (a member of the Commission) 
said that Dr. Bell should know how the 
Selection Board came about. In 1926 an 
attempt was made to bar women entering 
the junior administration, but women orga- 
nisations took the matter up and threatened 
to bring the matter to the Courts as a breach 
of their constitutional rights. As the result 
there was a change of tone. and an adver- 
tisement announcing an examination limited 
to male candidates was withdrawn. Examina- 
tion was abolished and a Selection Board set 
up. Subjects prescribed, such as oral’ Irish 
and. precis writing, were a farce. On the 
Selection Board there might be a woman, but 
not necessarily; and, with the dice loaded 
in that way, it was very difficult for a 
woman to be selected. The system had pre- 
vented brilliant women of the National Uni- 
versity presenting themselves for examina- 
tion. 


SOME QUESTIONS, 


At a recent sitting of a Selection Board a 
candidate for an administrative post—a ver 
clever mathematical man—had been asked, 
not questions dealing with his subject, but 
“What is a Walloon?’’ At another sittin 
of the Board a classical man was aske 
“What was the weight of the earth?” 
Several other questions were asked that 
seemed to her not to be a test of their 
scholarships. 

Dr. Bell had said that he did not know 
whether women had proved themselves as 
good as men, but a Trinity woman occupied 
one of the highest posts of the Civil Service 
at present, but she had got into the service 
before their own Government was estab- 
lished. She was afraid that things were 
fairer before that. On the whole, she 
thought that Trinity graduates did not care 
for the Civil Service. 

Professor Magennis (another member of 
the Commission)—There should be a pro- 
fessional body of selectors. 

Dr. Bell—Theze ought to be. 

Professor Magennis said he remembered on 
one occasion a selector giving marks for nó 
pearances. He remarked that Socrates would 
have a poor chance. 


A MISTAKE. 

Mr. Gerald Horan, K.C., Master of the 
High Court, giving evidence, said that the 
old idea of competitive test for promotion 
among the Court officers had been done away 
with. That was a great mistake. In the 
present situation there would be nobody to 
take the place of the higher officials when 
they passed away. The Department of 
Finance did not seem alive to the danger, 
He had made representation to the Depart- 
ment of Finance that clerical officevs should 
be allowed to take the legal test for pro- 
motion, but he had got no answer.

DANCERS ROBBED AND 
KILLED. 


After ceaseless and intensive investigations 
lasting more than a year the police of Hydera- 
bad, Deccan, at last claim to have solved thie 
mystery of the missing dancing FF. and at 
the same time placed in custody the seli- 
confessed murderers who have come to he 
erty as “the ibree Bluebeards of Hydera- 

ad.” 

The investigations followed the disappear- 
ance of a dozen pretty Indian dancers, who, 
one by one, vanished without a trace, writes 
Reuter, The twelfth girl victim was last seen 
a year ago. The others have been missing 
for various AE” beyond that, time. 

Now, at last, the police believe that they 
have got their men. The three men arrested 
are weavers named Tuljaram, Satiyah and 
Chottoshah. They all plead guilty o mhais 
the girls’ deaths, If their story be prov 
true, it will find few equals in the annals of 
the Indian police. 

Money was,the motive behind the alleged 
homicidal exploits of the three ‘* Bluebeards.” 
According to their confession, they would in- 
vite dancing girls of their acquaintance to 

ny them to a fair or other festival.

His two 
companions were caught soon afterwards. All 
f eae confessed their crimes. They ex- 
plained that they had lured the girls away to 
empty houses in lonely places—and there 
slain them for their ornaments and gems. 

Visits by the police to the houses indicated 
have already resulted in the finding of the 
remains of six of the missing women. Further 
investigations are being made.

Britain’s Arms. 


Yesterday, through the mouth of Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin, the British Government 
delivered its eagerly-awaited statement on 
the subject of air defences. During the 
present year and the four following years 
the Royal Air Force will be augmented by 
41 squadrons, including those already 
announced in the 1934 programme. Thirty- 
three of these squadrons will be reserved 
for home defence, raising the total number 
from 42 to 75; the remainder will be de- 
signed for service with the fleet air arm 
or for service abroad. Many people, 
doubtless, will be disappointed that the 
increase is not still greater, but there will 
be general satisfaction at Mr. Baldwin's 
announcement. The British Government 
has come slowly to its senses. As Mr. 
Baldwin observed yesterday, ever since the 
Great War it has “actively pursued a 
policy of international disarmament:”’ 
Britain’s Army is very small, compared 
with the armies of most continental 
Powers; her Navy, the backbone of her 
existence, is far weaker than it was twenty 
years ago, while the navies of other nations 
have grown; her air armaments are 
‘* reduced to a dangerously low level,’’ and 
the Royal Air Force ranks only sixth in 
strength among the air forces of the world. 
Successive Governments have tolerated 
this weakness in the hope that other 
countries might be inspired to follow 
Britain’s example in the matter of dis- 
armament. Other countries, however, 
have declined to take the hint, and their 
refusal has compelled Britain at last to 
take stock of her danger. 

Nobody supposes that the comparative 
weakness of Britain’s fighting services has 
been due entirely to a selfless passion for 
disarmament. It is, or has been, due 
very largely to lack of money. The War 
left Great Britain with tremendous 
burdens ; for she was shouldering not only 
her own gigantic debts, but many of the 
debts of her allies, and she was receiving 
nothing in payment. She simply could 
not spend money on armaments; and it 
was good policy to press for a general 
reduction of fighting services by all the 
nations. At the same time, there is no 
doubt that many British statesmen have 
been moved by a genuine desire to see the 
end of war and the abolition of arma- 
ments, and that men, in all 
sincerity, have urged their country to 
make sacrifices for the sake of example. 
If the other Powers had accepted the 
would have been

example, these men 
among the real benefactors of humanity. 
Unfortunately, the other Powers have 
refused to rise to their heights of 
idealism, and the only result of Great 
Britain’s example is that her armaments 
are at a ‘‘ dangerously low level.” Dis- 
illusionised, she mvst proceed to build 
them up again, and on this occasion she 
will not be hindered by need of money. 
At the moment Britain seems to be on 
the high road to prosperity, while her 
principal rivals, France, Italy, Japan and 
the United States, are still floundering in 
the bog of depression. She may build 
now in the knowledge that she can pay 
for her building, and that it will not 


be an added burden upon a generation 


bowed under a weight of insolvency. 
While the other nations have been in- 
creasing their armaments, Britain has 
contented herself with the maintenance of 
her financial fabric; and now it is strong 
enough to endure the strain of new ships 
and aeroplanes. 

We in Ireland necessarily must take a 
deep interest in the condition of, Britain's 
armaments. If a new war breaks out it will 
not spare us, and, whether we like it or 
not, our security will depend on the 
strength of the British Navy and Air 
Force. When the new programme will 
have been completed, Britain's air strength 
will bear a somewhat more reasonable 
proportion to the air strength of the re- 
maining Great Powers than it bears at 
present—unless, — of they take 
alarm and embark upon an armaments 
race. Her next step must be to take care 
of the Navy, which is even more necessary 
than a powerful Air Force. Withm 
another two years Great Britain will have 
no more than forty-nine cruisers, of which 
fifteen will be c ‘er age, and 116 destroyers, 
of which fifty will be over age. Cruisers 
and destroyers are vital to her communi- 
cations, and —'ithout them she will be 
helpless in time of war, however powerful 
her Air Force may be. The Washington 
Treaty and the London Treaty were “on- 
cessions to the ideal’ of disarmament and 
to the hard fact of poverty. Now the 
ideal has been shattered ; the

its supply of milk, and no trade 


factory code of legislation to control the 
production and marketing of milk is a 
difficult matter. The existing regulations 


desired, and this newspaper has urged 
on many occasions the need for legislation 
to abolish at least the grosser abuses of 
the trade. To-day the texts are published 
of two bills—the Milk Bill (1934) and a 
bill to amend the Food and Drugs Act of 
1875 and later years. They embody the 
findings of an inter-departmental com- 
mittee, and they contain exhaustive pro- 
vision to secure the cleanliness, and avoid 
the contamination, of all milk produced or 
sold within the Free State. In so far as 
the Milk Bill is concerned with the pre- 
vention of those diseases which are known 
to be encouraged by unwholesome milk, its 
effect, broadly, is to increase the scope, and 
provide for the enforcement of existing 
regulations. Certain new powers of im- 
portance are, however, assumed now by 
the responsible authorities. The local 
medical officers may prohibit the sale of 
milk from any dairy suspected to be the 
source of milk which has caused one of the 
specified diseases, and may examine any 
or all of the persons concerned in its pro- 


diseased animals, and provision is made 
for samples .to be taken from cowshed, 
dairy or shop, and submitted to a 
bacteriologist. To provide means to fight 
specified diseases, although of great im- 
portance, is not the only end for which 
new laws were needed. In country towns 
and villages—to some extent it is also true: 
of Dublin—it is the sale of milk in shops 
and from cans in the street which has 
been most open to criticism. Dirty cans, 
dubious taps and uncovered vessels can 
turn the purest milk into a lethal mixture 
of dust and germs. This evil was one that 
gave rise to the greatest disgust among 
those whose experience in the poorer parts 
had taught them the perils of impure 
milk; for it was one that easily could 
have been remedied. A clause of the new 
bill provides severe penalties for any 
person who sells, or exposes for sale, any 
mitk which 1s contaminated or dirty. 
Finally, certain terms are approved to 
describe the quality of tested milk, and 
no others may be used.

The Irish “ Open.” 


There has been an interesting corre- 
spondence in The Times recently regarding 
the alleged mastery of the bat over the 
ball at cricket. In spite of the experience 
of the second Test Match at Lord’s, several 
correspondents have insisted that the 
modern wicket is too good, and that, as 
time progresses, the batsman will continue 
to conquer the bowler. We wonder'if the 
same kind of process is taking place at 
golf. This week the Irish Open Champion- 
ship has been held at Portmarnock, which, 
by general consent, is one of the finest, 
and most difficult, golf courses in the 
world. Until a few days ago the official! 
record for the course was seventy-two, 
and any player who found himself within 
reach of that figure considered himself 
more than lucky. During the “Open, 
however, all records have gone by the 
board. On the first day W. H. Davies 
returned a score of seventy-one, thereby 
displacing George Duncan from the exist- 
ing record; and on the following day A. 
J. Lacey, of Berkshire, followed suit. 
These fine performances, however, were 
put completely in the shade yesterday, 
when the Waterford amateur, Mr. J. U. 
Brown, achieved the seemingly impossible 
by completing the Portmarnock course in 
sixty-eight. Even this remarkable feat 
was not allowed to remain unchallenged ; 
for later in the evening 8. Easterbrook, 
who won th; championship, also returned 
a card of sixty-eight.. Possibly, the hard- 
ness of the ground had something to do 
with these unusual results; but a week 
ago almost any odds would have been laid 
against a score of less than seventy. Are 
golf courses becoming too easy? Anybody 
who has played at Portmarnock will give 
evidence to the contrary ; but the fact that 
such low scores are being returned sug- 
gests that the player is getting the better 
of Colonel Bogey. Be that as it may, we 
congratulate the Portmarnock Club on the 
splendid way in which the championship 
was organised. All the visiting com- 
petitors were delighted with the arrange- 
ments, and when next the ‘‘ Open”’ is 
held at Portmarnock the entries probably 
will be bigger than ever,

A Sweet Disorder.

BURNING FOR TWO DAYS. 


Fanned by a freshening south-west wind 
the fire on Brownsea Island in Poole Harbour 
was still blazing last night, and firemen 
were recalled to the island as the flames were 
within one hundred yards of the castle.

The Aga Khan. 
Although the Aga Khan, who, it is 


said, desires a territorial princedom in 
India, is one of India’s most influentia! 
men, he has little hereditary position in 
the sub-continent.

in 1840 that political events in Persia 
forced his ancestors, who had lived there 
since the times of the Crusades, to flee tho 


= 


‘country. They went at first to Sind, but a 


few years afterwards proceeded to Bombay, 
which ever since has n the headquarters 
of the family. From the beginning of 
their stay in India this family has loyally 
supported the British cause. The present 
Aga Khan received a modern English 
education, and he has done much for the 
education of Moslems in India. His prin- 
cipal monument in this connection is the 
Moslem University at Aligarh. From tho 
Aga Khan press in Bombay books and 

riodicals in Gujarati and English aro 
issued regularly. Much misconception 
exists on the number of the Aga Khan’s 
followers—those, that is, from whom finan- 
cial tribute is due. These have been said 
to run into scores of millions. Actually 
the number is very much smaller. He is 
spiritual head of the Khoja sect, a small 
community of the Ismailis, which, in turn, 
is a sect ‘of the Shiah division of Islam. 
In the negotiations for a “ Federated 
India ”' he in played a part the import- 
ance of which cannot be exaggerated, 


A Legal Anomaly. 


‘The fourth report of the Law Revision 
Committee is expected shortly, and it is 
rumoured that it will propose some im- 
portant changes in the law which now 
makes a husband responsible for any libel 
or slander committed by his wife. Tho 
committee is said to have concluded that, 
a husband should be freed of liability for 
civil wrongs of such a kind committed by 
a wife, unless it is proved that he gave 
countenance to them. How important this 
change would be is shown by the fact thas 
there are recorded instances where a 
husband has been made bankrupt by 
damages given against him in respect of a 
libel or slander uttered by his wife. In 
this connection it 1s maintained that of the 
slander actions coming before the Courm 
a large proportion are cases in which the 
women are defendants, but in the matter 
of libel women form only a very small 
percentage of thé defendants.

Inland Waterways. 


The Government has agreed to bear half 
the cost of the new waterway that will cut 
England in two from the Bristol Channel 
to the Wash, and work wil! begin without 
delay. The Grand Junction Canal connects 
the Avon, the Severn and the Bristol 
Channel with Northampton, and in order 
to carry the waterway as far as the Wash 
it will be necessary to widen the River 
Nen to make it navigable as far as North- 
ampton. Further canal improvement 
schemes are being considered, and it is 
hoped that a considerable amount of trafbc-. 
will be carried by the English waterways. 
Newer types of motor craft have done 
much to assist the revival of canal trafbc 
in this country. 


A Memorial to Lord Grey. 


A national memorial to the late Loyd 
Grey of Fallodon is being considered by a 
representative committee, of which the 
Prime Minister and the Archbishop of 
Canterbury are members. The primary 
object in view 'is the erection of a statue 
or other monument in some place where 
the memory of Lord Grey as a statesman 
and a public man may be kept alive in the 
public mind. It is hoped also to provide 
an additional form of memorial which may 
reflect his love of nature, and particularly 
his interest in bird life. Various pro- 

sals and suggestions have been received 
w the committee, and these are being con- 
sidered in the hope that one may be found 
which will meet with general acceptance 
when the moment arrives for an appeal to 
the public for funds. Many pronmses oí 
support already have been received froin 
leading members of all sections of pul!ic 


life. 
The Game Laws. 


Lord Bayford has introduced in the 
House of Lords a bill intended to con- 
solidate a number of the Acts in which 
the present gamé laws are included. This 
measure proposes to repeal the. Night 
Poaching Act, 1828; the Game Act 
(England), 1831; the Night Poaching Act. 
1844; the Hares Act, 1848: the Poaching 
Prevention Act, 1862, and the Hares Pre- 
servation Act, 1892, so far as they apply 
to England and Wales. Although the bil! 
is, in the main, intended to consolidate 
existing laws, it contains certain amem- 
ments to the law and some new provisions.

or separated milk, and buttermilk. 

The bill outlines the provisions for the 
taking of samples of milk and the steps 
necessary for proceedings against pur- 
veyors of milk which is found to be not of 
the required standard.

Mr. Hughes claimed a declaration that 
certain resolutions and agreements reduc- 
ing the interest payable on the company’s 
Six, Seven and Ten per Cent. Preference 
Stocks were invalid. 

In his judgment Mr. Justice Eve said 
that no aspersion of any kind was made 
upon the directors in connection with the 
scheme. It was admitted they acted 
throughout in good faith. ‘‘I do not 
desire to criticise the 4etails of the 
scheme,” concluded Mr. Justice Eve. “ It 
is enough to say that the votes of the 
stockholders have been cast on a wholly 
inadequate disclosure of material facts, 
and in these circumstances the plaintiff is 
entitled to the declaration and injunction 
claimed.”’

CHOKING THE MACHINE. 


The outstanding fact appears to be that 
the Government's economic policy in its 
various aspects is in imminent danger of 
choking the parliamentary machine. 
Three bills introduced yesterday are 
directly concerned with this aspect. One 
is the Industrial Alcohol Bill, for which a 
sum of £102,000 was provided in the 
Estimates ; another is the Cereals Bill, 
which appears to be concerned with the 
Government’s project of compelling “the 
use of oat flour with wheaten flour for 
the manufacture of bread, and the third 
is the Slaughter of Cattle and Sheep Bill, 
which is designed to restrict the export of 
meat and to regulate “ the distribution of 
the meat to certain classes of persons.”’ 

The latter measure is part of the scheme 
to reduce the cattle population in the 
country. It has been pressed for by the 
Labour group, and consequently time must 
be found for it. Another bill is urgently 
needed to meet the exigencies of the _ pra 
and pig trade, which have recently become 
pressing in view of the continuance of the 
economic war; but this has not even. got 
a first reading. It will, it is understood, 
be introduced when the House resumes on 
August 1, and, with the others, will be 
hurried through all its stages. 


TIRED DEPUTIES. 


These measures, as well as the Cattle 
(Prices) Bill, are all of major importance 
to the agricultural population, and yet, 
as deputies somitalned last night, they 
have been reserved to the tail-end of a 
protracted session, when members of all 
parties are physically exhausted and in 
no mood to give them the careful examina- 
tion which they will obviously demand.

IR reply to a question put by Major 

Attlee (Deputy-Leader of the 
Opposition) in the House of Commons, 
Mr. Baldwin yesterday made a statement 
of the Government's air policy. 

“ver since the war, said Mr, Baldwin, 
successive Governments ha. actively pur- 
sued a policy of international di: rma- 
ment. In their efforts to fufther this 
policy they had reduced their own arma- 
ments to a dangerously low level, in the 
hope that others would follow their lead. 

Danie the eight and a half years since 
the Disarmament Preparatory Commis- 
sion was set up, Mr. Baldwin continued, 
‘‘ misgivings have arisen from time to 
time in many quarters at the increasing 
accumulation of deficiencies in our defence 
services, particularly in view of the: in- 
creased expenditure on armaments in 
many other countries.’’ 


GENEVA DEADLOCK. 

The Government’s policy remains one 
of international disarmament, and we 
have by no means abandoned hope of 
reaching some limitation. As mentioned 
in the bain on July 1ó, we are even now 
making fresh efforts to break the virtual 
deadlock that exists at Geneva. Unfor- 
tunately, however, particularly in view of 
past experience, we cannot count on 
an early result, and in view of our com- 
mitments under the Covenant of the 
League, and the Locarno Treaty, the 
many symptoms of unrest in Kurope and 
elsewhere, and the failure of other 
Governments to follow our example by 
comparable reductions, we have, for some 
time, felt that the time has come when 
the possibility of keeping our armaments 
at their present low level must be recon- 
sidered in the absence of comparable re- 
ductions by other Powers.’ (Hear, hear.) 
This is a situation which, I believe, 
leaders of all parties have foreseen must 
sooner or later be reached. . 

In the light of ‘these considerations the 
whole question of imperial defence, and 
the part to be played in it by the three 
defence services, has been,- for some 
months, under review by the Govern- 
ment. It is not necessary to-day to give 
any complete account of our inquiries, 
or of the detailed conclusions at which we 
have arrived. 

The deficiencies which it will be neces- 
sary to make good are largely deficiencies 
in equipment and stores, which, as I 
mentioned in my speech on March 21st, 
have grown up owing ?» financial string- 
ency and the discussions on disarmament. 
In these respects the results of our in- 
quiries will reflected in the estimates 
for future years, and can be more con- 
veniently discussed when those estimates 


are debated. 
AN URGENT NEED. . 


So far as the Roya] Air Force is concerned, 
however, the position is rather different. 
Here it is a case of the need for further 
development, which. has time and again 
been postponed, in addition to the need 
for making good deficiencies. We have 
come to the conclusion that we cannot 
delay any longer—(hear, hear)—measures 
which will in the course of the next few 
‘years bring our air forces to a level more 
closely approaching that of our nearest 
neighbours. . Moreover, in the case of t° : 
Royal Air Force, specific undertakings 
have been given that an announcement 
will be made before the end of the present 
session, 

Before coming to the programme we have 
decided to adopt, I would emphasise that 
many factors which have influenced our 
decision are still fluctuating and liable to 
change. This applies equally to the 
future of disarmament and the whole in- 
ternational situation. Consequently, our 
defensive position will have to be kept con- 
stantly under review, and we reserve the 
right to modify or adjust the programme 
in the light of new factors that may arise 
(Hear, hear.) , 


PROGRAMME DEFINED. 
Subject to this caveat we have decided 
on a programme, covering the present and 
the four ensuing years, under which the 
Royal Air Force will be increased by forty- 
one new squadrons, including those 
already announced in the 1954 programme. 
(Cheers. ) 

Of these forty-one squadrons, thirty- 
three will be allotted to home defence, 
raising the existing forty-two squadrons at 
home to a total of seventy-five squadrons. 
The remaining squadrons are for service 
with the Fleet air arm, or abroad. 

The rate at which this programme can 
be carried out within the five years must 
depend upon various considerations, in- 
cluding finance, which I cannot specify 
now. We hope; however, so to space out 
the work as not to make an unmanageable 
addition to the estimates in any one year. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Major Attlee asked whether the policy 
now announced would involve a supple- 
mentary estimate. 

Mr. Baldwin replied that he hoped it 
might be possible to arrange for a debate 
before the Honse rose, and he would 
rather deal with the question in the course 
of the debate. The Government had a 
case which they desired to put before the 
House and the country, and, no doubt, 
members in all parts of the House would 
wish to carry out a full investigation into 
the matter. | 

With regard to Sir Herbert Samuel’s 
suggestion, that a White Paper should be 
issued showing the effect of the pro-| 
gramme on_ the — and future 
strength of the Air Force and its financial 
aspects, Mr. Baldwin said that he would 


consider the matter and see what could be 
done. 
Mr. Churchill urged that further 


information should be given as to the 
scale and the time-table of the expendi- 
ture, and the contingent expenses attached 
to it. 

Mr. Baldwin said that at the moment 
he was not prepared to put forward a 
time-table, but he would see what could 
be done; The reasons for the Govern- 
ment’s action could not be put into a 
White Paper, but might be debated in the 
speeches. It would be for the convenience 
of the House if he spoke at the beginning 
of the debate, and tried to make clear the 
whole position of the Government and 
what they were aiming at.

At Fermoy Circuit Court to-day, before 
Judge O’Connor, among applications for 


compensation under the Damage _ to 
Property Act, 1933, was one by Mr. 
William R. Kent, T.D., Bawnard House, 
Castlelyons, 


Mr. G. Daly (instructed by Messrs. R. 
Rice and Sons, solicitors), who appeared 
for the applicant, said that the applica- 
tion was for compensation for damage done 
to the house, premises and furniture of 
the applicant as a result of an attack by 
the British police forces on the 2nd May, 
1916. There was in the house on that 
occasion the applicant, his three brothers— 
Thomas, David and Richard Kent—and 
his mother. When the police arrived thev 
refused to surrender, and resisted arrest 
by force of arms, The police opened fire. 
causing considerable damage to the 
premises. 

Mr. Daly went on to say that the State 
had fully investigated the claim, and an 
agreed figure of £1,250 had been arrived 
at between the State and Messrs. Rice, 
solicitors. 

Mr. Kent was examined to show that 
the claim came within the Act, and bore 
out counsel’s statement.

witness and his brothers were his prisoners. 
The police then entered the house and 
destroyed the furniture. 

The judge stated that he had heard 
sufficient evidence, and directed a decree 
for the amount agreed upon, with costs.

Herr Hitler was the godfather of the 
two sons of Herr Strasser, and he once 
wave each of them a gold watch. It is 
reported that after hearing of their 
father’s death the two boys declared to an 
acquaintance: “ We will send back our 
watches to Hitler now.”’ 

In his speech to the Reichstag on Friday 
Herr Hitler made only a brief reference 
to Strasser, who, he said, had been 
‘ drawn into ” the alleged plot by Captain 
Roehm and General von Schleicher. 

It is believed possible, however, that 
Herr Strasser was not executed at Hitler’s 
orders, but was shot by S.S. men on their 
own initiative. 

“Two Thousand Massacred in Reich,”’ 
“Storm Troopers Demoralised ’’—under 
these banner headlines the New York 
Evening Post publishes a sensational story 
of allegod happenings in Germany. 


‘**RELIABLE.,”’ 


The report comes from the pen of Mr. 


Johannes Steel, a former German official, 
who is now in New York. He claims that 
he succeeded in circumventing the German 
censorship and obtaining information 
which, he vouches, is absolutely reliable. 
He says that two thousand men and 
women were massacred in German concen- 
traticn camps during the past three weeks. 


Lest week, he declares, there were 
serious disturbances in the camp at 
Dachau. It is alleged that twenty-five 


Storm Troopers were killed on this 
occasion, the outbreak being followed by a 
massacre in which the death-roll had not 
transpired. 

Count von der Goltz has been appointed 
provisionally ‘*‘Leader’® of German 
economic life in succession to Dr. Kessler, 
who was dismissed on July llth.

CLOUDY THINKING 
IN THE DAIL. 


TOBACCO BILL’S SECOND 
READING, 


————

CO? what was wrong with last 
night’s debate in the Dail on the 
Tobacco Bill was its atmosphere. Had 
this been a little more cloudy, the thinking 
might have been a little more clear. 

Unfortunately, however, the Dail has 
adopted that baneful motto, ‘‘ No smoking 
here ’’—or whatever happens to be the 
Gaelic equivalent of the phrase—and 
deputies who could have contributed a 
mellowing element to the dialectical mix- 
ture went away to enjoy their pipes and 
cigarettes outside the House. 

It is true that Mr. Belton did his best, 
within the limitations imposed by the rules 
of the House, by depositing on the bench 
before him for demonstration purposes a 
sample of leaf which had gone through 
some of the processes which are necessary 
before tobacco ceases to be a weed and 
becomes a universal joy; but it was not 
until Mr. Anthony interjected a few sen- 
tences, just as the Minister in charge of 
the bill was rising to wind up the debate, 
that the House heard a word about the 
person who counts—that is to say, the 
person who smokes. 


AN INTRICATE SCHEME. 


On the other hand, everybody else who 
contributed to the debate was keenly 
interested in the effect of the bill on the 
people who grow, cure, manufacture and 
sell tobacco, and, incidentally, those 
who collect the Excise. The speech of Mr. 
Aiken, who introduced the measure in the 
absence of Dr. Ryan, showed convincingly 


that it is a most intricate scheme, ensuring: 
‘a plethora of new restrictions and regula- 


tions, advisory committees, and all the 
other factors which go to make up an 
efficient industry. 

The only hint concerning the position of 
the consumer—or, as he would be more 
likely to describe himself, the smoker— 
was that next year only twenty-five per 
cent. of next year’s tobacco consumption in’ 
the Freé State is to be home-grown. How 
far this policy of gradual initiation is to be 
pursned, however, he did not reveal. One 
can only hope that smoking is not to be 
elevated from the status of a luxury to that 
of a patriotic duty. 


MR. BELTON’S FIGURES, 


So long as it remains a luxury, tobacco- 
smoking is the absolute refutation of the 
fallacy that nothing is appreciated which is 
cheaply got. Tobacco-growing, on the con- 
trary, may become an expensive indulgence 
for the State, according to the figures 


‘which Mr. Belton produced to show the 
‘loss which the revenue would suffer as a 


result of the effective subsidy created by 
the excise rebate of 10d. per lb. on the 
home-grown product, which would amount, 
he said, to £400,000 or £500,000 a year, 
the “ subsidy ” itself being considerably 
greater than the market price of the 
article, 

Mr. Aiken described these as “ nasty ”* 
figures, and fell back upon the economics 
of Wonderland to show that nothing was 
being actually given away, because the 
revenue could be recouped by the simple 
expedient of putting a tax upon something 
else, and that the result would be, there- 
fore, a net gain to everybody of all the 
money that now went out of the country 
for the purchase of overseas tobacco— 
some £600,000 or £700,000 a year. 

Is is such slippery arguments as this 
which make one feel doubts of the value 
of any measure. One prefers the simple 
justification of Mr. Corry that this is only 
another of the many bounties for which 
the taxpayer has to pay. 

In any event, the bill gained its second 
reading without opposition, although there 
probably was much truth in the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Dillon that nobody in the 
House attaches any great hopes to the 
future of tobacco growing in Ireland, with 
the exception of the enthusiastic Mr. 
O’Reilly, who dreams of the day when 
the plains of Meath will discard the 
semblance of Arizona for that of 
Virginia, 


Even if there were no pipes, there was 


almost perfect peace throughout the de- 
bate, and deputies, under the soothing in- 
fluence of a tobacco bill, parted on ex- 
cellent terms for their twelve days’ 
furlough.

The Free State Senate yesterday 
adjourned until August 22nd. 


So far as this land was concerned the 
Government was forming agricultural slums. 
There was very little tillage and he was in- 
formed that in a wet season they could not 
crow cereals.

In his opinion, this 
tich land was not suitable for growing wheat. 
They could buy all the wheat they reqmred 
for £3,000,000, and they were asked to 
sacrifice £12,000,000 worth of cattle in order 
to grow their own produce. 

Mr. COMYN said one of the main problems 
they had was a growing population, and a 
prolific race, especially in the West of Ireland. 
They wanted to produce food to feed these 
people, and to provide the money to buy it. 


FOREIGN EXAMPLES. 

Mr. PARKINSON said they had the 
Shannon Scheme in Ireland running twelve 
hours a day, practically without a load. In 
Switzerland, Sweden and Norway they had 
sub-divided the land to the utmost, and yet 
they had the same problem to solve as they 
had here. They had an increase in popula- 
tion, yet every small farmer’s and labourer's 
place had got its electrical schemes, and had 
decentralised factories. He suggested to the 
Minister that this was a matter that ought 
to be immediately considered. 

Ms. O'CONNOR said that during the war 
period he tilled ten acres of oats and ten of 
wheat, and the experiment was an absolute 
failure. The land was not suitable for tillage, 
and he had turned it from profitable grazing 
into a dead loss. 

The MINISTER (Mr, CONNOLLY), reply- 
ing to the debate, said that he appreciated 
the sincerity and honesty with which Sir 
John Keane had approached this matter, but 
there were always definite indications in Sir 
John Keane’s case that he was not living in 
1934, but that he wanted to continue to live 
in the period 1890-1914. 

In 1931 one-tenth of the population had an 
amount of land equivalent in valuation to that 
held by the other nine-tenths. If anyone 
could argue that that was equitable distribu- 
tion of land for an agricultural country, then 
there was ho sense in talking further about 
the matter. Was it suggested that they should 
continue indefinitely producing cattle and 
exporting population?. Nowadays they could 
not export population, beeause other countries 
would not admit their people. Secondly, they 
could not find markets for their cattle. 

Comment had been made about the charac-

It would cost the State 
thousands of pounds more for the growing 
ot tobacco here than it could be bought for 
in the open market. |

Mr. ANTHONY (Ind. Lab., Cork City) 
said that he hoped that the change over to 
home-grown tobaeeo would be gradual, in 
order that smokers’ palates might become 
accustomed to the new growth. It would 
be avery good thing if they could. secure 
for Irish growers the money hitherto paid 
to foreigners for tobacco; but, at the same

DEATH OF A. KERMODE. 


The death of Alexander Kermode at Sydney at 
fhe age of 58 recalls a controversy which arose in 
the early years of the present century over the 
importation of -cricketers from abroad. Kermode 
came into prominence as a fast howler for the 
New Sonth Wales XT.. and Lancashire secured his 
services mm .1902. His success in the next three 
seasons aroused much controversy. Commenting 
on the matter, “ Wisdens ” at that time stated— 
“One need not here go into the question of a 
great English county importing talent from Austra 
ha. Personally, we would like to see more counties 
follow the example of Yorkshire and Notts, and 
rely entirely on native players.” Kermode later 
went into Lancashire League cricket.

€OMEDY AND TRAGEDY IN 
RECORDS. 


A popular youth hostel is at Aviemore, 
writes B. H. Humble in Chambers's Journal. 
When you get there take out the visitors’ 
book. Read it carefully and you will find 
that there are many more adventurers in 
Scotland than ever you dreamed of. Years 
ago only occasional parties visited the Stone. 
Now every week-end in summer it 1s occupied 
—often full up. 

What stories the book tells! One entry, 
which will be endorsed by all who have slept 
there, reads:—‘‘The Stone thus _ sheltered 
seven of us. Five lay in the large room and 
two in the entrance hall. It is well, in a 
party of this size, to bring along one or two 
whose faces won't spoil by being osmd 
or scraped against the wall of the s 


relter.”’ 
A visitor whose Primus appears to have given 
up the ghost, writes :—** The spirit is willing, 
but the paraffin is weak.”’ ! i 
There is a story of a party oí nine girls 
and three bovs who “have been wandering 
on the hills without food for twelve hours 
and arrived at the Shelter Stone in an exhausted 
condition with tongues hanging out.” An- 
other party chronicle arriving after ‘‘ wading 
moved snow up to our necks.” Ah Oxford 
man of a party of three Oxford men and one 


from the other University prepared tea.” A 
later visitor has underlined the word other, 
and added, pertinently: “ Are there only 
two” 

Tragedy, too, the Stone has known. Ten 
vards away is a cairn marking the spot where 
an English student died of exhaustion three 
years ago, during one of those wild wintry 
nights that lurk in the Cairngorms in mid- 
summer. Few would wish a better epitaph 
than that brief line in the book; ‘‘ In memory 
of Ellis, who was game to the very end.” 
Then there is that last tragic message of 
the two who got to the Stone on New Year's 
Day, 1933, only to perish the following day 
while fighting their way homewards through 
a tremendous blizzard. Indeed. the Cairn- 
, gorms can be pitiless to those who go there 
| unfit, ill-equipped, or without some know- 
| ledge of billcraft.

Distinctly firmer conditions pervaded the 
market for British Funds, there being a re- 
‘newal of buying, and prices finished higher 
all round, Irish’ Free State Land Bonds at 
110 were } harder, and the India Stocks 
strengthened. There was not a great deal 
passing among Foreign Government stocks, 
and somewhat irregular conditions ruled. 
Brazilians were uncertain, and Greek Sevens 
lost a point, while French Fours weakened to 
272, against 28 overnight. Germans were 
mostly held, though the 7 p.c. dropped a 
point to 5814. 

The firmer tendency which developed in 
British Rails on Wednesday proved short- 
lived, and trading yesterday was confined to 
very modest limits, while in the absence of 
demand quotations disclosed a rather easier 
tendency. Colonial and Foreign Rails also 
were practically neglected, and while ‘* Cap- 
Pacs ” put on * to 13% several of the Argen- 
tine issues weakened the turn.

FLOWER “GARDEN. 
Writing on'this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Garden Correspondent says :— 
Go carefully over the bedding out, and replace 
any plants killed off - drought or other- 
wise, It is a good ta to keep a few 
plants of the various kinds in reserve for 
this purpose. eep herbaceous plants 
within botinds by staking, tying, etc., 
and fill any vacant spaces with annuals 
or any other plants, available. Cut back 
Delphiniums to induce them to give a 
second bloom: Violas are passing through 
a trying period, and will require atten- 
tion in the matter of moisture and keep- 
ing all spent bldoms frequently cut away. 
This remark applies to all kinds of plants 
in flower, as, owing to the excessive 
heat and atmospheric dryness; the blooms 
are no sooner open than they become 
bleached and withered.

POULTRY, FISH, CAGE BIRDS,

OUT-BREEDING. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
It is useful for the poultry-keeper who wishes 

to raise a good laying stock to know 
ot of the subject of crossing 
various breeds. In-breeding is carried 
out to keep the purity of the breed, and 
to develop atlel characteristics, such as 
size, shape, colouring, etc. Out- breeding 
is carried on with the end in view of 
supplying or improving some special point 
which .is lacking im the breed; and is 
usually availed of by the utility breeders 
to increase the. laying qualities,  Out- 
breeding is really trying to obtain the 
benefits derived from crossing without 
changing the appearance of the breeds. 
When the Minorca breed is declining in 
any way, a cross with the Black 
Hamburg renews their vitality énormously, 
without altering to any noticéable extent 
the appearance of the Minded. Some 
years ago we purchased soffie Black 
Minorcas, which proved to bé splendid 
layers. They . seemed to “be true 
Minorcas, although they were ificlined to 
be larger and eoarser in appearance than 
would be seen in any exhibition type. 
Then a great many of them started very 
frequently to become broody, Upon 
inquiry we found that the man We pur- 
chased them from in England—@ great 
breeder of utility fowl—went in Jargely 
for out-crossing. This did not, matter in 
our case, as we required them for purely 
utility purposes, but it would not do for 
anyone requiring them for bréeding pure- 
bred exhibition poultry, as they would 
almost certainly “ throw back,” Té must, 
howevér, be borne in mind that a ‘great 
many of the present breeds of poultry 
Owe some of their best qualities: to alien 
blood, i$ out-breeding usually results in 
more vitality and hardiness in the fowl. 
It must, however, be done ver skilfully, 
so that the character of the breed may 
not bé changed, and the breed intréduced 
must be as near as is possible in a@ppear- 
ance and all characteristics as can be 
obtained.
